and a target dispatch subscriber unit using interconnect call information as specifically 
carried out by the steps of claim 8; the claimed method of obtaining the target DCID 
using interconnect call information as specifically carried out by the steps of claim 15; 
the claimed control system for obtain dispatch connection information from a database 
as specifically recited in claim 18; the claimed dispatch subscriber unit as specifically 
recited in claim 20; and the claimed method of retrieving dispatch call information from a 
dedicated database by using interconnect call information as specifically carried out by 
the steps of claim 23.
